tub.” 


By December he felt even 
worse, and wrote to his friend 
and fellow-Kentuckian, O. H. 
Browning, ‘“‘We are on the brink 
of destruction. It appears to me 
the Almighty is against us, and I 
can hardly see any ray of hope.” 

All through history, kings and 
emperors; adventurers ind 
usurpers of power; presidents 
and prime ministers, have re- 
corded their doubts and de- 
spairs for picklock researchers to 
discover and reveal. 


We are now in such a period 
of great anxiety. As in the 
time of Lincoln, there is no 
great confidence in Washington 
or the generals. Politics is 
greedy and shortsighted.

Power Balance 


We are next to the youngest 
of the powers engaged in the 
present desperate struggle. The 
Soviet Union is the newest born, 
and it betrayed the more hon- 
est emotions and the struggles 
of thousands who before it had 
died for the humanities of man, 
never dreaming of a _ political 
ruthlessness in which a hierarchy 
would slaughter their own peo- 
ple for the sake of power. 

One may turn to the histories 
and read of this old struggle for 
the balance of power jin the 
world. It began in substantial 
form two years after Columbus 


had sailed seeking a new world. ) 


Ch&rles VIII, of France, invaded 
Italy and claimed the kingdom 
of Naples. This inspired the first 
great European combination of 
otherwise hostile powers against 
the ambition of one. 


The pageant of this continuing 
struggle for the balance of power 
is rich with the blood of fight- 
ing men, the nobility of leaders, 
the sacrifice of citizens, and is 
stained, too, with the lust, greed 
and cruelty of others. Religious 
wars are in it. In the name of 
the gentle Christ men and na- 
tions betrayed one another, mur- 
dered, tortured. and became cor- 
rupt and depraved. , 

Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden, 
appealing to the Protestant 
prince of Germany and financed 
by Richelieu of France, relieved 
Europe of the fear of Austria, 
and ended the 30-Year War. 
William, Prince of Orange, was 
the hero of the next combina- 
tion—a combination against the 
French. 


Russia appears in 1771, joining 
with Prussia to partition Poland 
and upset the equilibrium in Eu- 
rope. Napoleon’s wars, put down 
at Waterloo; the alliance against 
Russia to drive her from Turkey 
by the confederation of Turkey, 
France and Great Britain (1854) 
—all these and more, are a part 
of the pageant. 


But, in reading them, one may 
see rising and blowing through 
the smoke of many battles, the 
winds of nationalism. It was but 
a natural step to the intense ri- 
valries which touched off the 
Balkan wars of 1912-13, and 
brought on the first great World 
War of 1914-1918, to upset the 
European balance and cause men 
to try to solve the problem by 
a League of Nations, rather than 
by a political treaty of alliances. 


In 1950 


Visionless men wrecked the 
League. It is important to note 
it had a better chance of success 
than did the United Nations of 
1945. ‘Today, there is no balance 
of power in Europe. There is a 
fearful, uneasy, shaky coalition. 
The peoples of Europe, sickened 
by war and deprivation; battered 
by bombs and warped by humil- 
iations, were victims of a void 
of history inte which Commu- 
nism alone was ready to: move. 
It promised everything, and if in 
the end the promises were not 
made good, the Communists were 
by then in power and any man 
or woman who questioned. was 
killed or put into a labor camp. 

Today the Soviet. Union and 
China, extending as they do from 
Asia deep into Europe, offer a 
balance of power new to the 
world. It is more terrifying than 
any before, because it offers only 
a choice of life and death. 

We can win through if we 
have ‘the heart for it. 

But, there is a price tag on it.

13 Councilmen 
Vote Out Curbs

City Council overwhelm- 
ingly voted Monday to abolish 
rent controls in Atlanta, but 
Mayor Hartsfield, a control 
champion, questioned the le- 
gality of the action and said 


he would veto it. 

Thirteen of the 15 Council mem- 
bers present signed a _ resolution 
presented by Councilman James E. 
Jackson, long an advocate of de- 
control, calling on Tighe Woods, 
Housing Expediter, to decontrol 
rents in the Atlanta area. 


When Jackson offered his res- 
olution, Councilman Douglas Wood 
sought an opinion from City Attor- 
ney Jack Savage as to whether 
it would be valid without a new 
hearing. The last hearing was 
held in Atlanta in July. 


Savage expressed doubt and in 
another conference later with 
Hartsfield reiterated his stand. 
Council, however, refused to re- 
fer the measure for a new hear- 
ing as Wood had insisted and 
passed it. 
Lee Field were the only dissenters. 
In announcing his intentions of 
vetoing the measure, Hartsfield 
questioned the validity of a hear- 
ing held “six months ago,” adding 
local, national and international 
conditions had changed and the 
action was ill-advised. Council 
would consider Hartsfield’s veto 
at 2 p. m. on Jan. 2. 
Proponents of decontrol hailed 
Council’s action as the begin-

“This action is not the result 
of a bona fide hearing held at the 
time,” Hartsfield said, although 
the Jackson resolution contended 
conditions had improved marked- 
ly since iast July. 

“Since the last hearing, a na- 
tional emergency has been pro- 
claimed, we are rearming on a 
national scale arid world and na- 
tional conditions have changed. 
We are in an undeclared war. 
“This resolution is not based on 
fact-finiing hearing. The law does 
not give authority to. arbitrarily 
take off controls. Facts which 
were valid in July are not valid in 
December. The only legal way 
to decontrol is to hold a new 
hearing.” 

There was little debate on the 
issue. Jackson told Council it had 
dilly-dallied and _  shilly-shallied 
with “this thing long enough.” He 
ended with an appeal for action. 
Jackson said he would require 
the signatures of 12 of the 18 
members of City Council on the 
rent revocation resolution before 
he would offer it. He insisted 
he wanted enough votes to over- 
ride Hartsfield’s veto. A two- 
thirds majority of a quorum of 
Council is required to override, 
and if all 18 are present 12 votes 
would be needed.

Shortage May Force 
Milk Price Boost 


By HOKE SMITH MAY 


An acute shortage of milk in Georgia which threatens 
to grow worse may force boosted milk prices and voluntary 


rationing, Milk Board Director Charles Duncan declared 


Monday. 

On top of this, Duncan said, re- 
ports coming into his office indi- 
cated some hard-hit dairy farmers 
in the State were considering 
butchering their cows for beef. 

The Milk Board chief said freez- 
ing weather had killed almost 
every Winter pasture in the State, 
forcing production down by 20 
percent, 

This, coupled with a 10 percent 
hike in milk consumption during 
the past 90 days, has created a 
situation in the State’s milk indus- 
try which Duncan called “very 
critical.”. 

Duncan met with some 35 milk 
distributors and producer-distribu- 
tors Monday for a review of the 
milk crisis. He reported the only 
tangible solution offered at the 
session was a milk price boost. 


He estimated 90 percent of Geor- 


gia’s cattle farmers had been) 
forced to buy grain for their cows. | 

Duncan explained most cattle | 
men failed to raise grain during 
the Summer menths and were de- 
pending almost entirely on their 
Winter pastures. 

The shortage canngt be allevi- 
ated by importation of out-of-state 
milk, Duncan said, because other 
States have been hit just as hard. 
He said the amount of imported, 
milk had fallen off 50 percent since 
Winter weather set in. 

He said the Milk Board could 
take no action until its meeting on 
Jan. 10 so any immediate price 
raises would come from the dis- 
tributors. 

However, the milk director said 
if the Board saw fit to raise milk 
prices, it wouid set a ceiling. 

Distributors in the Savannah- 
Brunswick area already have in- 
creased their prices to as much as 
27 cents a quart. The Board has 
set no maximum. price on milk, 
although it has that power.

Recruit Hubs 
Are Swamped 
‘Like June 26’ 


Nations beachhead in North- 
east Korea Tuesday but 
American defenders threw 
them back with heavy losses. 


As the battle for the ever-nar- 
rowing beachhead around the 
port of Hungnam roared into its 
critical stage, shouting enemy 
troops guided by bugle calls and 
whistles struck at the perimeter 
six miles northeast of the city 
twice just before dawn. 

Three other assaults, somewhat 
less vicious, were made during 
the night and in the predawn 
hours. In Hungnam harbor the 
battleship Missouri trained her 
16-inch guns on enemy strong- 
points, adding to the firepower 
of U. S. cruisers, destroyers and 
artillery raining shells on Com- 
munist positions along the fringe 
of the perimeter. 

Chinese forces knocked out the 
key Yonpo airfield and smashed 
into ‘the southwest suburbs of 
Hungnam as the fight to hold the 
small beachhead reached a cru- 
cial stage. 

The new attacks began at 6:30 
p. m. Monday night and continued 
until daybreak, ranging in inten- 
sity from almost negligible 
skirmishes to the suicide charges. 

A 10th Corps spokesman said 
“medium to heavy pressure” con- 
tinued against the UN perimeter, 
with North Korean forces mov- 
ing down the east coastal high- 
way toward Hungnam and play- 
ing an important role in the as- 
saults. 

In the early darkness of this 
morning several destroyers 
steamed in near the northeast 
rim of the perimeter and fired 
a barrage into the enemy con- 
centration in that sector.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 18—A “Miracle drug” whose “secret,” 
by a 12-year-old cowherd boy, drew an estimated 500,000 pilgrims 
to the tiny village of Rantali in Orissa State, has indirectly caused 
approximately 500 deaths and presented India with a major calamity. 


While the Orissa Government 
was struggling with an unprece- 
dented transportation problem 
and was also trying to cope with 
some 60,000 penniless pilgrims 
stranded on an 80-mile road be- 
tween Rantali and Cuttack, the 
Capital, cholera Rares the pil- 
grim encampmen 
Authorities neem that 500 
persons have succumbed to the 
disease in the past three days. Of 
these, 200 to 300 are said to have 
died at Rantali in the past 48 
hours. 

Yet 2,000 more pilgrims jammed 
the railway station at Cuttack 
Sunday clamoring for transporta- 
tion to the village of the “Mirac- 
ulous Cowherd.” 

Mass hysteria began five 
months ago when the boy claimed 
a “miracle drug” had been given 
to him by Sadhu (a Hindu -holy 
man) who had then -disappeared 
into a forest. Soon accounts of mi- 
raculous cures swept India and 
the Orissa State Government,

But this did not 
succeed in checking the pilgrini 
traffic nor persuade the distressed 
followers of the boy fo return to 
their homes.

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A German Army for the West? 


Now that this country is committed to 
a rearmament program which can be 
stepped up into full-scale mobilization at 
any time, the next step is to get Western 
Europe ready. 


If the Russians take Western Europe— 
which they can do with ease as matters 
stand now—a great segment of civilization 
as we know it will be gone. With Europe 
conquered, we could not stand up to com- 
munism in Asia or the far Pacific. Our 
defense perimeter would be rolled back 
perilously close. 

The time has come for action to be sub- 
stituted for words in the matter of West- 
ern European defense. Setretary of the 
Army Frank Pace said as much in Brus- 
sels yesterday when he told members of 
the Atlantic Pact alliance that the United 
States will give rearmament assistance 
only if it is fully convinced each nation is 
doing its best to help. 


So far, Western Europe has been in- 
clined to shrug off the danger of Soviet 
invasion. There was a great stirring of 
activity in 1948 when the Russians took 
Czechoslovakia, but that turned out to be 
just somnolent muttering. Free Europe is 
just beginhing to wake up. 

After 14 months of talks about unified 
defense, West Germany still is the snag. 
French fears of resurgent German mili- 
tary power have been overcome to the 
extent of an agreement to allow German 
‘units of about one-third of a division to be 
formed in the integrated force. The. Ger-

Meeting at Columbus on Sunday; the 
trustees of CEKLOR, intercivic club elec- 
toral reform organization, drafted specific 
recommendations to the General Assembly 
toward improving Georgia elections. 


The CEKLOR trustees asked that vot- 
ing machines be made legal for every 
county that wants them. They want a 
law that strictly forbids vote counting 
before the polls close and they want the 
number of registered voters in each pre- 
cinct limited by law to 2,000. 


In regard to the ballot, the reform 
leaders want the law changed so that a 
person votes for a candidate by putting 
a check mark opposite the name of his 
choice instead of having to use the nega- 
tive approach of scratching out the names 
of the men he doesn’t want. 

They ask further that the law be clari- 
fied so that a single mistake in marking a 
ballot will not nullify the entire ballot. 

Tentative bills incorporating the pro- 
posed changes have been drafted by the 
State Attorney General’s office. CEKLOR 
hopes that the program will be passed as 
a nonpartisan measure. 

The Constitution joins in that hope. We 
can see no reason: why anyone interested 
in honest elections can object. 

We would go one step further and 
modify the secret ballot law so that a sam- 
ple ballot can be made available to every 
citizen who is interested in doing a con- 
scientious job when he goes to the polls. 
With adequate safeguards, the sample bal- 
lot can be made legal and ‘not in the least 
impair the secrecy of the ballot.

mans say that is not enough. They under- 
standably are afraid their country will be 
a battleground. If they join the West in 
a half-hearted effort such as called for 
by the French plan, they could be over- 
run and certainly would fare worse than 
if they had never joined at all. 

The Russians are trying, and with some 
success, to frighten the West Germans. 
They also are attempting, with less suc- 
cess, to frighten Britain and France. 

The Germans say they would like to 
join the West, but want full German divi- 
sions and political equality. They also 
want a powerful American force sent as 
a deterrent to Soviet invasion while the 
army is being formed. 

There is talk the Allies may get tough 
with West Germany and conscript men 
regardless of popular feeling. That would 
be unfortunate. It would feed the Soviet 
propaganda machine and it would weaken 
the West. It also might invite Soviet inva- 
sion prematurely. 

The French, it seems, will have to com- 
promise further. This country will never 
agree to formation of a national German 
army with its traditional general staff and 
Prussian concepts, but self-preservation 
demands that West Germany participate 
in the defense organization. The West 
Germans are in a strategic bargaining 
position and there is no doubt they are tak- 
ing advantage of it. But the danger of an- 
other militant Germany arising is small 
indeed compared to the imminent peril 
of Russian conquest. : 


gency. There is disagreement simply as 
to the method by which these taxes are 
to be exacted. 

We have had an excess profits tax in 
two wars. It has been proved cumber- 
some. Nearly all taxes produce inequities, 
but the excess profits tax produces an 
overwhelming number of inequities and 
strikes at the very qualities which are nec- 
essary to attain the highest productivity 
for war purposes. 

The fact is the excess profits tax has 
become a political catch-phrase rather than 
a sound means of raising revenue. Labor 
unions are for it, claiming it a great equal- 
izer of the burden. Actually it would be 
difficult to conceive of a tax which is 
more unequal and which grants bigger 
favors to largé, established corporations 
while at the same time penalizing smaller 
businesses and handicapping new ones 
seriously. We suspect labor unions favor 
the tax chiefly because it encourages wage 
increases. It also encourages waste. 

In his testimony against the tax before 
the Senate Finance Committee, Beardsley 
Ruml, author of the withholding tax and 
a noted authority, pointed out that the 
excess profits tax creates “cheap dollars” 
out of about 75 per cent of a concern’s 
earnings. In short, unless the company 
finds ways of spending that money it must 
pay it to the Government. Inefficiency 
and waste result because management is 
more concerned with taxes than with 
efficient production. Wage raises, under 
one guise or another if wages are sup- 
posedly frozen, result. There is no in- 
centive for efficient use of personnel, so in 
many cases more employes than neces- 
sary are hired. That is a particularly un- 
happy aspect under present conditions be- 
cause we are faced with a manpower 


‘shortage at the very beginning of the 


emergency. It will grow worse and the 
need is urgent for maximum use of per- 
sonnel, both in business and Government. 

Moreover, large concerns with high 
earnings during the “base period” can 
escape much of the penalty. Small firms, 
and newly established ones, suffer. 

We have no quarrel with more taxes 
for.everybody. Business ought to be, and 
is, willing to pay whatever amount Con- 
gress believes necessary to keep defense 
on a pay-as-we-go basis. But a simple in- 
crease in corporation taxes, with renego- 
tiation clauses for those profiting directly 
from defense contracts, would be a great 
deai easier to enforce, produce more reve- 
nue. at less expense and would induce more 
efficient: production.

The Need for Allies 


WASHINGTON—A new, extreme isolationism is being born of 
the defeatism that now horribly pervades this confused city. No 
leading figure has yet dared to-give public voice to this important 
trend. But all over Washington, in the lobbies of the Senate and 


House, among the more tremulous policy-makers, and even in the” 


recesses of the military staff the same subterranean: muttering 
is going on. 

Our Allies canndt be depended on. We have not the power to 
carry the burden of world leadership alone. We must “contract 
our commitments” (the new catchword). We must abandon, first, 
Asia and then Europe to their fate. We must retire into our own 
hemisphere, which we can defend. So goes the story. It makes 
even Sen. Robert A. Taft, who at least proposed a Monroe Doctrine 
for Europe, look like a rabid one-world man. 


: The simplest way to see the poisonous falsehood 
First Look of this reasoning is to have a look at the effect 
on the value of our only major military asset, the stockpile of 
atomic weapons. To put the cart of conclusion before the horse 
of proof, the atomic stockpile which is our only security will lose 
almost its whole. value if the above-outlined program is blundered 
into or adopted. 


The causes are plain enough. In the first place, plutonium 
and even hydrogen bombs, no matter how numerous they may be, 
or how great their destructive power may be, have no value what- 
ever locked up in a cave in Kentucky. They must be delivered 
to their destined targets, or at least they must be possible to 
deliver, in order to fulfill their purpose. As of today and for a 
long time to come, the value of our atomic stockpile must there- 
fore be measured by the capabilities of our strategic air arm. 


The strategic air arm is presently composed of 14 groups, of 
which four are B-36 groups designed to strike targets in the Soviet 
Union from bases in this hemisphere, and 10 are “medium-range” 
groups equipped with B-29s, B-50s and B-47s. Improvements in 
Soviet air defenses in recent months have considerably depreciated 
the worth of the B-36 groups, since so many other characteristics 
nad to be sacrificed to build great range into this airplane. Hence 
the “medium-range” groups; which are all to be equipped even- 
tually with the admirable B-47, must be regarded as vitally 
important. 


The worth of these medium-range groups in turn obviously 
depends upon the availability of bases for them. By the tricky 
method of refueling in the air, they can in theory reach targets in 
the Soviet Union from airfields on this side of the Atlantic. But 
in practice, even the enthusiasts frankly admit that the efficiency 
of the strategic air arm will be hopelessly impaired if these 
medium-range groups, which now comprise over two-thirds of the 
total force, are denied bases overseas. ' 


At the moment, the necessary overseas bases are available 
and ready. They comprise the large airfield complex that has been 
built up in Eastern England; another important complex in the 
British-controlled North African region of Cyrenaica; a vital, very 
advanced base on the British-controlled island of Cyprus; bases 
now abuilding in French North Africa, and airfields used by us 
as “transport bases” in Tripoli and at Dahran in Arabia. 


A glance at this list reveals what is now rapidly becoming 
almost the central fact in the strategic situation of the United States. 


: We may control the atomic stockpile, but our 
Bases Vital Allies, and particularly Great Britain, control 
most of the bases we need to give the atomic stockpile any value. 

There are a thousand other reasons, of course, why the pro- 
gram of abandoning our Allies to their fate and withdrawing to 
our hemisphere is a quick way to national suicide. Some of them 
will be examined in a subsequent report. Meanwhile, the signifi- 
cance of the situation outlined above ought to be faced by every 
American. We have gone on smugly for five years, supposing the 
atomic bomb was ours to use or not to use, as we alone saw fit. 
We have gone on smugly for five years, neglecting our own 
defense and the defense of the free world, and' relying for security 
on this magica] weapon. 

But we have been wrong. When Prime Minister Attlee told 
Parliament the other day that he was sure we would not use our 
bombs without consulting the British Government, his promise 
was doubly guaranteed by the.facts of geography and the ranges 
of our airplanes. If now, in the hour. of peril, we abandon our 
Allies, we cannot hope that they will not abandon us. And thus, 
those American leaders who are secretly advocating this course 
today, and will no doubt publicly advocate it tomorrow, are in truth 
proposing that the United States freeze its only military asset, the 
atomic stockpile, which is also, at the moment, the only defense of 
the free world.

Even at that time, 
quite a few years ago, it was recognized that 
children’s departments should be outstanding, 
one of the most important departments of the

library, a separate room as attractively located 
and designed as possible. 

This was true of the old children’s depart- 
ful verses above the great mantel, its gay bulletin 
boards, its open shelves around the walls, within 
sight of the librarian; its quiet reading room, 
also in sight of the librarian. But this new 
children’s department! It is not even a room; 
it is an out-of-the-way corner among the book 
stacks; it has no appeal whatsoever; in fact, it 
repels, and what is much worse, it has concealed 
stacks back of it where any child, from any en- 
vironment, can wander at will, out of sight. 

It is a disgrace to Atlanta to have anything 
like this and label it Boys and Girls’ Department. 
It so happens that in my three visits to this sec- 
tion of the building, I have seen scarcely a child, 
except two peering over the railing upstairs in 
the stack room, whereas in the “old” children’s 
department there were always children, some- 
times large groups of them, oftentimes over- 
flowing both rooms when a lecture or a‘ story 
was in progress. Always the room was used by 
happy children. . 

In the name of the future citizens of Atlanta, 
I ask that the children of Atlanta get back their 
old beloved “Children’s Department.”

Freedom Carries Responsibility 


WASHINGTON—We pride ourselves on our freedoms—of speech, press, assem- 
bly, religion. In our free-and-easy American way, we have come to condone all 
sorts of reckless, irresponsible—often false and malicious—things that are said 
in our political] campaigns and in printed campaign matter and the rash speeches 
made here in Congress. We even make jokes about it all in our amiable fashion. 

€ ” But recent events suggest that perhaps the time has come to re-examine our light 
and cynical attitude: to see whether there may be a corrosive effect on our national character in the 
casual way we let our freedoms become license. Maybe we are losing something very precious by 
abusing it. Freedom carries its responsibilities. Our freedoms are no whit affected or diminished 


by exercising them with a sense of responsibility. 

Isn’t it time we exert a bit of self-discipline? 
The abuses of our blood-won privileges are by 
a minority and a small minority, which is evi- 
dence itself that most of our people exercise 
self-discipline and take their heritage seriously. 
What belongs to them, however, is being threat- 
ened by a minority. 


To what noisome lengths such a minority 
is able to go in these times so critical in our 
national life has been exhibited to us here 

. in the dastardly attack on a patriotic, able 
woman, Anna M. Rosenberg, who has given 
so much of her talents te the service of her 
country. This tells something about us that 
should make us pause. 


It would seem to indicate that the over- 
whelming decent majority of our people is lax 
and not up to its responsibility that we should 


permit ourselves to be misrepresented before our-., 


selves and before the world by a wrecking crew 
of insidious defamers. 

What have we seen happen here? Senators 
of one of the now most important committees in 
this crisis—the Armed Services Committee— 
have been compelled to take valuable time out, 
nearly two weeks, to conduct.a sort of police 
court listening to a lot of baseless insinuations 
from a strange panel of witnesses, including that 
type which now has become, with some people, 
a new sort of hero—ex-Communist.

Mrs. Rosenberg has been cleared by a unani- 
mous vote of the committee which already had 
approved her nomination, and the way opened 
for her confirmation. But the Anna Rosenberg 
case must not be closed if we accept our respon- 
sibilities and if we want to clear ourselves as 
a nation. There is the obvious legal step of the 
committee in certifying some of the witnesses 
for the Justice Department for perjury. 

There is something much more fundamental 
that affects our national character and con- 
science. The Anna Rosenberg case was but a 


surface indication of a poisonous situation under-. 


neath. It revealed, by a link the committee dis- 
covered, something far more widespread that 
goes back to the last political campaign in which 
all of us are involved as citizens. 

One of the witnesses, Benjamin Freedman, 
a retired businessman, testified he had bought 
for distribution 50,000 copies of an issue of a 
sheet called “Common Sense” aimed at Mrs. 
Rosenberg. 

This is. just one item in a collection of such 
stuff distributed in many states in the last cam- 
paign which now is being investigated by the 
Senate Privileges and Elections Subcommittee, 
of which Sen. Gillette, Democrat, Iowa, is chair- 
man. 


This subcommittee should not rest until it 
runs down the whole story, finds out who is 
responsible and reports it to the Senate and 
the nation. 


Gerald L. K. Smith, we know, was mixed 
up in the attack on Mrs. Rosenberg. There are 
others involved in this noxious campaign of the 
last election. Our tradition of religious toler- 
ance is at stake also, for some of this scurrilous 
stuff was based in vicious anti-Semitism.

Off the Sled at the Turn 


NEW YORK—The Harvard Law Review has inquired for the date of an @&say 
in which I referred to the late Oliver Wendell Holmes as a cynical and senile 
brutalitarian. Let them look it up. I don’t think I like them. The editors of the 
Harvard Law Review have included the illustrious Alger Hiss and Lee Pressman. 
Both Alger Hiss and his brother, Donald, were secretaries to Holmes, which job, 
in his latter phase, combined the duties of hospital orderly and baby-sitter with 

those of the intellectual flunkey. Felix Frankfurter picked Holmes’ secretaries and, as we know, 
from abundant testimony, planted many a happy hot dog in the maze of perfidy which developed 
in the bureaucracy soon after Roosevelt came to power. 


In the first Hiss trial, Frankfurter referred to 
these specimens as “men of, competence and 
character” and by plain implication made him- 
self a hell of a fellow until Tom Murphy, now 
the New York Police Commissioner, pinned his 
ears back by asking whether Pressman, who later 
became chief counsel of the CIO, also bore his 
credentials. 

Judge Kaufman on the bench spared him the 
necessity of answering, a favor from one New 
Dealer to another, because Murphy had the goods 
on Pressman, who later had to admit that he had 
been a member of the Communist Party when 
Old Weenie salted him in the Government. 


Raymond Moley has written that, in his 
opinion, some of the defections, a euphemism 
for treason, in our Government during the 
ascendancy of the Harvard cell are traceable 
to the influence of Holmes, who had no more 
morals than a pig and held that force, alone, 
was the supreme law of civilization. Moley 
probably is right. 


It will be very hard to bring Holmes down, 
not merely because he has been built so big, but 
also because the approach is defended by tangles 
of obfuscation. To make matters worse, even 
the leaders of the attack are incapable of plain 
expression, the result being that the creature 
who finally must be the one to reject Holmes 
doesn’t know what he stood for and therefore 
can’t understand why he was evil. 


I refer now to the latest of several tracts tak- 
ing up the myth. This is a small work called 
“The Secret of Mr. Justice Holmes,” by Harold R. 
McKinnon, of San Francisco, a lawyer, who begins 
by saying that Holmes had a very bad philosophy 
yet ranks among the greatest men of our time. 

“His philosophy was agnostic, materialistic, 
hopeless of the attainment of any ultimate truth, 
meaning or standard of value,” Mr. McKinnon 
writes. “As a result, it is fundamentally indis- 
tinguishable from the amoral realism of those 
regimes of force and power that are the scandal 
of the century. Nevertheless, his rank is pre- 
eminent. Devotion to him has become a cult.” 

Mr. McKinnon loses most of the audience 
who must make the final decision to repudiate 
Holmes when he resorts to such weapons as 
“agnostic” and “amoral realism.” A newspaper

editor, addressing the common intelligence, 
wouldn’t use these terms. They are not just 
meaningless. They are supercilious. 

The foreword, by Mortimer J. Adler, profes- 
sor of the philosophy of law of the University of 
Chicago, teed off gracefully. He said it was time 
that Holmes be taken off the pedestal. But two 
lines further on he began to mire and in the 
second paragraph he was talking about dogmatic 
pragmatism and raw empiricism. 

In thanking Mr. McKinnon for his book I 
wished that those who examined this brutal old 
faker would use language that people could 
understand. 

“The phone rang as I was wading into your 
brochure,” I told him. “It was Henry Taylor, 
who is a pretty good brain, I think you will 
agree. I said: ‘How do, you stand on dogmatic 
pragmatism and raw empiricism?’ He said this 
could not be treated strictly as a black and white 
proposition. 


“I once attended a philosophy class con- 
ducted by Adler and Hutchins. When it was 
over Hutchins asked me what I thought of 
it. I said: ‘I don’t know; I fell off the sled 
at the first turn!’ 


“T have looked up ‘dialectic’ and ‘eclectic’ and 
‘pragmatism’ and ‘empiricism’ 50 times. I can’t 
remember what they mean until the next time 
I run across them. I should think it would be 
possible to demolish this old scoundrel in a way 
comprehensive to the public. If you don’t do it 
that way, you are not going to accomplish any- 
thing.” 

To this Mr. McKinnon replied: “You are 
right, of course that that kind of talk won’t budge 
Henry Wallace’s common man. But my piece was 
written for profs and the like. I have to stick 
to my own line. Good luck. Continue to be dog- 
matic if not empirical.” 

I am not going to look up empirical again. 
I don’t care what it means. I can put over the 
idea that Holmes was a vicious influence and 
became the god of an evil cult without resort to 
a tongue known to few outside the cult itself. 
But if McKinnon and Adler consider this to be 
their fight, why shouldn’t they use appropriate 
language? Are they too good to come down off 
their toes and slug?

programs. 


Joe Adams, who seems to know everyone in Florida, has made 
appointments. along the route and wherever we go we are being 
received with warm cordiality and are given every aid to help us 
learn something about the Florida cattle industry. Of necessity, 
the trip is a brief one, but by conferring with the people who 
are doing the successful farming jobs we get a fairly accurate 
picture of what is going on.

Muck or Sand? The first question one must answer be- 

fore attempting to:digest what he has 
seen or to evaluate a program is this: “Is this muck land or sand 
land?” Unless you know the answer to this question you are sure 
to get off the trail. 


Muck land is very rich in organic matter—one might say it 
is a deep layer of humus, is rich in nitrogen, and where it is 
given the fertilizer and mineral elements it lacks, makes. a very 
wonderful growth of whatever is planted upon it or in it. 


For instance, in one of the pasture experiments on muck land 
the cattle averaged a gain of 2,000 pounds per year, per acre, for 
a period of three years, and for the period of five years the cattle 
gained 1,804 pounds per acre, per year. These gains were made 
on pasture grasses alone. The fertilizer treatment was 0-8-24, plus 
the lacking minor or so-called “‘trace” elements. You will observe 
the high potash requirement for the muck land and the fact that 


it did not need any commercial nitrogen. 

. . Later applications on the grass were 6-6-6. 
Foolish, Fatal The amounts of the fertilizers are deter- 
mined by the requirements of the soil. It is foolish and almost 
fatal to attempt to pursue a program of farming or grass produc- 
tion on muck land without knowing what is needed in the way of 
fertilizers, including the trace elements. 


As an indication of this, I noted that Dr. Roy Bair, former 
agronomist at the Florida Experiment Station at Everglades, had 
gone into private practice in the muck land area and is making 
his services available to farmers and ranchers on a commercial 
basis. The number one requirement in farming and pasturing the 
muck lands is to know the land’s deficiencies in crop-producing 
elements.

The Court 
ruled that it’s all right for a 
witness to refuse to answer if 
asked “‘Are you a Communist?” 


The decision, a unanimous 
one, concerned Mrs. Patricia 
Blau, of Denver. Whena grand 
jury requested her. to outline 
her connections with the Com- 
munist Party of Colorado,’ she 
refused to answer on _ the 
grounds that she might incrimi- 
nate herself. Mrs. Blau, like 
a number of others in similar 
straits, including some of the 
Hollywood ten, was convicted of 
contempt. 

She carried her case to the 
highest . tribunal and it re- 
versed the decision of lower 
courts. 

Dismissing for the moment the 
fact that we are at appalling 
costly war with Communism, 
let us consider other contradic- 
tions involved in the verdict. 


THERE IS LEGAL precedent 
for suit for libel or slander 
against any American who calls 
a fellow native a Communist and 
then cannot produce the party 
membership card of the accused, 
though the accused may have 
openly espoused every mean- 
der of the Communist line. 


Yet in some states the Com- 
munist Party is a bona fide 
political body. 


Theoretically, at least, it could 
be held libelous if you called 
a candidate on a Communist. 
Party ticket a Communist and, 
after tearing up his party card, 
he sued you, chances are he’d 
collect. 

The case rested on the Court’s 
interpretation of the ancient 
Fifth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

The dismissal of Mrs. Blau 
believe that it is criminal to be 
a Communist. That was the 
kernel of its ruling, for it agreed 
with her attorney that if she 
had told the Denver grand jury 
that she was indeed a Commu- 
nist, this admission might have 
been used against her later if 
she were brought jo court—as 
were Eugene Dennis and other 
members of the U. S. Commu- 
nist Politburo—and tried under 
the Smith Act. The Smith Act 
pronounces as criminal any 
membership in any organization 
which advocates the overthrow 
of the Government by violent 
means. 


Yet some states do not con- 
sider the Communist Party 
criminal, obviously, or they 
would not permit party candi- 
dates to run for office. And a 
Communist spy or saboteur who 
is exposed by a lawful Ameri- 
can can collect damages from 
the lawful American if the 
American cannot produce the 
Commy’s card ... unless, of 
course, the Commy has been 
convicted under the Smith Act, 
and the Supreme Court (now 
considering the Act) does not 
declare it unconstitutional.

But holly as a symbol has 


been used in celebrations of 


varying kinds since man found 
his gods in trees and forest. ° 


The Romans used holly in 
their Saturnalia, a feast and 
celebration held in mid-Decem- 
ber, in their homes as we use it, 
and also in processions and to 
bedeck idols. 


The changing of the seasons 
seems to have been an occasion 
for celebration since time im- 


memorial. The Druids put holly 
in their hair as they went to cut 
mistletoe, considered more &sa- 
cred, and hung branches over 
their doorways as refuge for 
kindly sylvan spirits during 
stormy December days. When 
birds had eaten off all the ber- 
ries, it was considered a sign 
that the spirits had returned 
safely to their woodland homes. 
The bright berries also were 
believed to have power to repel 
thunder and lightning, and to 
protect against the power of 
witches. All beasts revered it. 
never chewing it as they did 
other plants, and a switch of it 
was considered excellent for 
subduing an unruly animal. 


Christian lepend and folklore 
has clung around holly since 
the days before Christ, when 
holly was reputed to have been 
the “burning - bush” which 
Moses encountered. One legend 
has it that holly sprang up in 
Christ’s footsteps and that its 
white berries turned red when 
he was crucified. 


But no matter what the leg- 
end, the bright red of thé berries 
and the deep rich green of the 
leaves are an integral part of 
Christmas. As you fasten the 
wreath of holly to your front 
door as.a symbol of cheer and 
good-will, you might take a 
moment to think of all the gen- 
erations before you, who found 
the same message in this ancient 
and revered foliage.

More Dee-Ducks 
To Squawk 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Within a few days now business is going to rear its in- 
trusive head into the most fortunate families and the casual 
old relationship between maid and mistress is going to be 
knocked into a cocked hat closely resembling that topper of 


Uncle Sam’s. 

Social Security will move into domestic circles Jan. 1, and there 
is no doubt the dee-ducks will cause some squawking. 

Actually, the techniques of figuring and reporting Social Se- 
curity deductions for household help have been simplified to the 
irreducible minimum. A form similar to the bank-by-mail en- 
velopes will be furnished to the employer, who will be expected 
to mail in a money order or a check to the amount of three percent 
of each employee’s earnings for the last three months, provided he 
or she made over $50 total in that time. Half of the three percent 
will be deducted from the money earned by the employee, and 
half will be added by the employer. 

It is a workmanlike way of attempting to provide old-age bene- 
fits for a class of workers who have had to depend, in the- past, 


upon their own haphazard capacities to save, or the benevolence — 


4 4 a and responsible employer, when they reached the twilight 
's) e. 

Simple as it is, and just, this new Social Security provision 
is bound to cause ferment and upheaval in the domestic picture. 

Workers, many of whom have never paid income tax and know 
nothing about withholding processes, will rebel. They will consider 
it plain thievery on the part of their employers and will be sure 
it is just another trick to deprive them of their small earnings. 
Some, to be sure, will quit forthwith, when confronted with its 
necessities. 

These will find their way without delay to the offices of un- 
employment compensation dealers and will report themselves as 
eligible for the receipt of whatever funds have been provided by 
law for their support during their period of ease. Though the sums 
are small, it is entirely possible that with several in a family re- 
ceiving the stipend, they can live quite comfortably until the allow- 
able term has passed, and they must find cther work. 

It is cynically expected that some of those, relocated with jobs, 
will once more default at the end of the quarter when deductions 
come due, and will then hurry down to the unemployment com- 
pensation officers for another go at those benefits. 

Whether this will work or not will be a matter for the officials 
of the latter office to decide, and undoubtedly they are already 
fairly well aware of the boondoggling operations-that could de- 
velop -in such a situation. 

On the other hand, many employers will never bother their 
Susie or Katie or Annie with such red tape as withholding taxes. 
They will simply write a check for three percent of whatever the 
earnings have been for the past three months for their favorite 
cook or handmaiden, and send it off in the mail to the Collector 
of Internal Revenue. A quick survey indicates this will be the 
popular trend, where servants play a strong role in family 
equanimity. 

Frankly, I think there will be more danger in the latter 
than the former possibility. It will only continue the pater- 
nalism ‘which workers have said they do not want, and have 
oe to substitute with government benefits, administered 

y law. 

More important, the aspect of dignity and responsibility of 
citizenship should not be taken away from household aides, who 
have been the last to receive independence because of the very 
nature of their intimate service to the family. 

Beyond all these, perhaps some of the problem will settle itself 
as the cry is raised for more and more hands on assembly lines for 
war production. Many homemakers will recall the days of the disap- 
pearing servant of the last war and will face the even sterner 
demands of this mobilization by taking over their own chores and 
releasing their helpers for more urgent work.
